THE CAMPAIGN OF MURDER. 

It is the common retort of the Tildenites, 
whenever Republican newspapers print re- 
ports of the brutal outrages inflicted upon 
megroes by the White-Liners of Mississippi. 
‘that they are fabrications set afloat for par- 
tisan purposes. In our issue of yesterday, 
however, were printed three different narra- 
tives of the massacre and murder of unoffend- 
printed in Mississippi. As no defense of 
Republican origin can be made in answer to 
these, we select them as illustrations of the 
Mississippi plan by which the colored Re- 
publicans are to be intimidated from voting, 
and the strong Republican majority is to be 
overcome in November.

„ & body of strongly-armed 
White-Liners appeared.

The circumstances 
were almost precisely similar, but the fatality 
was greater, as four negroes were killed and 
many wounded. The third occurred at 
Chapel Hill, in Oktibbeha County, on the 
28d ult. The colored people met to appoint 
delegates to a Congressional Convention 
to be held at Okalona on the 27th. An 
armed mob of whites appeared at the meet- 


ing, and, rather than have any difficulty, the 
meeting was adjourned, with the under. 


standing that it would be held at night. 
When night came, the White-Liners, mean- 
while having received reinforcements, sur- 
prised the negroes in the dark, and fired a 
volley into them, which broke up the meet- 
ing.
